Day, the second anniversary of tie 
Great War, will be celebrated today 
throughout the British Empire, and 
racticaily every city, town, village 
nd hamiet in ihe dom.nion of Can- 
ada will in some form officially rec- 
ognize the day. It is believed that tre 
two m.nute eilence which featured 
the anniversary last year, at the re- 
quest of King George will aga.n this 
year, at the renewal of His Majesty's 
roquest, be generally observed- by 
Brita subjects everywhere. 

As was the case on Noy. 11, 1919, 
all businesses will be suspended for 
two minutes, beginning at 12% o'clock 
ncon, and people in all walks of life 
will cease their daily duties during 
this period. Factory wheels generally 


} will stop revolving and the telegraph 
J irstruments in the various telegraph 


offices will be silent, Tne Canadian 
Press, Ltd., will stop its serv.ce for 
the two minutes. It is anticipated 
that a general quietness will prevail 
and that even conversation will be 
suspended for this brief period, thus 
indicating that the. people have not 
forgotten and do not wisa to forget 
the triumph of the allied armies in 
the world’s greatest conflict. 

The feeling of sadness over the 
losses caused by the war may be less 
acute this year than last, but the sen- 
timents of gratitude and patriotism 
are still fresh among the people and 
doubtless the second anniversary of 
ithe historic November 11 will be fit- 
tingly celebrated, 

In Toronto the visit of their ex- 
cellencies, the Duke and Duchess of 
jscyonshire is coine'dent with armis-/ 
ice day and they will attend a special 
service in St. Paul's Anglican church; 
tc morrow.

According to the renort, substantial 
decreases occurred during the month 
|of October in the prices of grain, 
cattle, sheep, butter, vegetables, cer- 
eals, mirar, cotton, hides, some lines 
of metas and lumber, linseed oil, tur- 
pentine, chemicals, raw rubber, and 
jlaundry starch. The departmental in- 
dex number of wholesale prices was 
down to 317.6 for Oct. ase compared 
with 326 6 for Sept. 299 6 for Oct, 1919, 
and 138.7 for Oct, 1914.

That part of the late world war now 
ko uhiversally known as the “Last 
Hundred Rays,” continued, eo far as 
the Canadian Corps. was cancerned, 
from August 8th, to Nov. 11th, on 
which date hostilities ceased. 

The beginning of the end of the war 
came at 4.20 am. on August 8th, 
when the Canadian Corps, as the 
spearhead of a combined British and 
French attack. led the assault on Ger- 
man positions east of Amiens. So 
complete was the element of surprise 
connected with the attack, that until 
the actual assault commenced, | the 
enemy wae sublimely ignorant of his 
impending downfan. This surprise 
was only effected by moet carefully 
thought-out plane, and by all ranks 
preserving the utmost secredy in re- 
fatd to all movements. Indeed, the 
t7th, (City of Winnipeg) battalion, and 
the 4th battalion, Canadian Mounted 
Rifles were placed for a few days on 
the Ypres front, rejoining the corps 
on Aug. 6th, and up till Aug. 8th, 
the Germans fondly imagined 
whole Canadian corps to be on that 
far away battlefield, 

Complete Success 

The battle of Amiens was @ com- 
plete and overwhelming euccess. It 
lasted from Aug. 8th. to Aug 22nd, 
and in that period the Canadian 
conps fought against 15 German di- 
visions, of these ten were directly 
engaged and thoroughly defeated, 
prisoners being captured from almost 
every one of their battalions; the five 
other divisions, fighting astride the 
flanks, were only partially engaged by 
the Canadians, 

In the same period, the Canadian 
corps captured 9,131 prisoners, 190 


guns of all calfbres, and more than | 


1,000 machine-guns ang trench mor- 
bars. 

The depth penetrated in this attack 
averaged aproximately 14 miles, and 
an area of over 67 equare miles con- 
taining 27 towns and villages had 
been liberated.

While one Canndian division was 
yet on the Amiens front, and another 
‘was marching northward, the other 
two were repidly and eecrtly prepar- 
ing another excursion into Hunland. 
At 3.00 aan. on Aug. 26th, the 2nd and 
$rd Canadian divisions, now in po- 
sition to the east of Arras, commonced 
the gruelling battle of Arras-Cambrai, 
destined to prove one of the bitterest 
in all history.

“ame a fact. 

In August, 1914, Germany set 
but to subjugate the world. ‘Her 
urpose was to make the Kaiser’s 
ord the highest law. Had she 
fucceeded a new era would have 
been begun. An era in which 
militarism and autocracy would 
have displaced the free civiliza- 
ion that centuries of inspiration 
nnd effort and sacrifice had built 
np. Preparations had been under 
vay for forty years. Plans had

te detail. The world was taken 
xy surprise. How was it that the 
Project did not success? 

In time to come the student of 
istory may say that so terrible a 
krime against civilization and lib- 
erty could not succeed—that right 
foust triumph because it is right. 
That would be a gigantic and 
Hatal error, History is full of in- 
‘tances in which the just cause 
Hid not win. Justice strengthens 
is cause. But it does not ensure 
rictory. Force must be met by 
orce if it is to be overcome.

ficet Nothing can fill the gaps 
left in so many homes.
